ORDER 

(Passed on this 22nd day of August, 1997). 

The proposal of the Tuticorin Port Trust to increase the free period (the period beyond which demiurage charges 
accrue) in respect of raw cashew from three days to five days is accepted. It is noted that the Cochin Port Trust, which is the 
other major port handling substantial quantities of cashew cargo has a free period of 10 days. In this backdrop, and with 
reference to the difficulties experienced in completion of Customs and other formalities within three days, the proposal of the 
Tuticorin Port Trust is seen to be justified. 

The Authority takes this opportunity to observe that some uniform standards shall be evolved to govern prescriptions 
of ‘free periods’. Accordingly, it is decided to commission a study covering all the major ports and all the relevant cargoes to 
identify the prevalent practicc(s) in this regard based on the analysis of which it shall be possible to develop the uniform 
standards in reference.
